not have obtained such licenses from the said proper officer ; and your Memorialist 
begs leave to refer your Lordships to the several receipts and vouchers for the 
said several sums, signed respectively by the said proper officer, in your Memo- 
rialists possession, ready to be produced and proved. 

That the several sums so paid by your Memorialist were calculated by the said 
proper officer according to the duties of Excise, set forth in the Schedule annexed 
to the second section of 6 Geo. 4, c. 81, under the heading of “ Every Retailer of 
Spnits in Ireland, being duly licensed to trade in, vend and sell Coffee, Tea, &c. 
and not selling spirits in any greater quantity at any one time than two quarts or 
any Spirits to be consumed in the house and premises of such Retailer.” ’ 
That the sums legally due and payable for the said license so granted to your 
Memorialist as aforesaid, were not the sums so paid hv your Memorialist as 
aforesaid, but the sums mentioned and set forth in the fifth column of the aforesaid 
Schedule hereunto annexed, being the sums calculated according to the duties of 
Excise set forth in the said Schedule of the 6th Geo. 4, c. 81, under the heading 
“ Every Retailer of Spirits” (except retailers of spirits in Ireland after mentioned); 
and your memorialist begs leave respectfully to refer your Lordships, as to the 
truth and correctness of your Memorialist’s statement of the law in the above 
respect, to the case of Dickson against Pape, reported in the seventh volume 
of the Irish Law Reports, where the Court of Error in Ireland expressly so 
decided. ^ ^ 

That the excess of the several sums so paid by your Memorialist in his own 
wrong as aforesaid, over the several sums so legally due and payable as last afore- 
said, amounts to the several sums set forth in the sixth column of the said 
Schedule hereunto annexed, the sum total of which amounts to the sum of 

16f. 

That your Memorialist is advised the said sum of 16s. so paid by your 
Memorialist, in his own wrong, and under compulsion as aforesaid, is now justly and 
legally due to your Memorialist, and recoverable by your Memorialist on the 
proper proceedings being taken for that purpose; but your Memorialist, in order 
to avoid litigation and expense, has determined on presenting the present 
respectful Memorial to your Lordships in the first instance; praying, 

That your Lordship.s may be pleased to give orders for such inquiry' and 
investigation into the truth of the allegations of your Memorialist herein 
contained as your Lordships shall think proper, and on same being reported 
to your Lordships as jiroved to be true, that the said sum, 16^ 6id so 
476- C -paid 
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paid by your Memorialist, in his own wrong;, and under compulsion, as 
aforesaid, to the proper officer of Excise, may be paid back to your Memo- 
rialist, together with such amount of damages for its detention as your 
Lordships shall think reasonable, by such person, at such time, and in 
such manner in all respects as to your Lordships shall seem meet.

iiolf . — Memorialist most respectfully refers your Lordsliips to the precedent and case of Lord 
Henry Seymour Conway, patentee craner and wharfinger of the port of Dublin, against Peter Brophy, 
where, on the action brought by the plaintiff in the Court of Queen’s Bench in Ireland, for enforcing 
the Cranage and wharfage fees from said Peter Brophy, defendant, that Court did, on the 2gth January 
1822, pronounce judgment against the legality of the demand.s of the said Lord Henry Seymour 
Conway, and on such judgment in that one case being duly certified to the then Lords of the Treasury, 
and the circumstances that that one case comprehended the case and claim of every other merchant 
and trader who bad paid his money to said plaintiff, in his own wrong, together with his memorial, 
praying to have it repaid back to him, or rather to the Chamber of Commerce, Dublin, to whom the 
merchants and traders of Dublin did assign their said claimed money, by deed duly executed and regis- 
tered ill Ireland, on die 30th April 1822. On all the circumstances of the case having been fully 
reviewed by the Lords of die Treasury, as appears by their Lordships’ Minute, dated 25th September 
• 822, their Lordships’ Mimile conekided with — “Acquaint the Secretary to the Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland, in answer to his letter of the 21st August last, with the purport of the warrant which their 
Lordships have directed to be issued to the Commissioners of Customs in Ireland respecting the pay- 
ment of io,oooL to the Council of the Chamber of Commerce in Dublin." In pursuance and fulfilment 
of which the following leiter was forwarded, and the money duly paid as to all the persons who had 
paid their money in their own wrong, without requiring each of them to bring his separate action, or 
any other action. 

“ Sir, Dublin Castle, 19 October 182a. 

“ I aM directed by the Lord Lieutenant to acquaint you, for the information of the Council of the 
Chamber of Commerce, that the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury have directed a warrant to be 
prepared, authorizing the Commissioners of Customs in Ireland to issue and to pay to them the sum 
of lOjOOof., in reimbursement and full satisfaction of all claims and demands whatever which the 
merchants and tiaders of Dublin would or might have or claim against the holder of the office of 
craner and wharfinger of the port of Dublin.
